“We're desperate.” 

This cry from Wilmington 
Figure Skating Club President 
Susan Farkas seems to sum up 
the feelings of those parents 
whose sons and daughters an- 
ticipate the completion of the 
new ice arena on Route 38. 

Representatives of the Figure 
Skating Club, Wilmington Youth 
Hockey and high school hockey 
all argee the long wait for ice is 
presenting hardships for their 
groups. 

Farkas, also a member of the 
Wilmington Arena Association, 
said she did understand the need 
for proper procedures and the 
concerns of arena abutters. 
Nevertheless, she feels 
everything should have been 
done right from the outset. 

They were given no warning 
that their old ice ink was 
closing and now the club may be 
without ice again when its time 
at Lowell's Janas Ice Rink, 
which they've been using three 
days a week, is up. They may be 
able to use the facility again in 
February, but only for a shor- 
tened eight week period to 
complete the club's badge 
program. 

Asa 17 year member of the US 
Figure Skating Association, the 
club must abide by a stipulation 
to provide its own ice. Presently, 
some members pay high 
membership fees to the 
Burlington and Billerica clubs to 
use their rinks as a supplement 
or skate weekends at the Brook 
School in North Andover: 
Members must practice four to

Saying that the process is 
“now focused away from the 
needs of 600 children," Rocco 
DePasquale explained his ud- 
nerstanding of the Wilmington 
Ice Arena saga so far. 

In answer to Selectman Dan 
Ballou's query Monday night on 
where the arena plan is now, 
DePasquale replied it’s in the 
town engineer's hands for 
“about a week or so’ for his 
review. After that, it goes back 
to developer Bernard Ristuccia 
and then to the board of appeals. 

DePasquale said he met with 
arena association members last 
week to review a_ list of 
corrections suggested by the 
planning board. The arena plan 
submitted was incomplete and 
will have to be corrected and 
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five days a week in order to 
compete in patch and free style 
skating 

Because of the uncertainty of 
the ice arena status, Farkas said 
she had no choice but to cut back 
on club services and “‘finan- 
cially, we may not be able to 
open our doors next year.” 

When queried on the future of 
the proposed Wilmington arena, 
Farkas admitted to having 
mixed feelings. 

On the one hand, she thinks 
it's wonderful that developer 
Bernard Ristuccia wants to 
contribute to the cancer fund, 
but on the other hand, she feels 
the ‘children are taking second 
place.” 

She says she is not pleased 
with the increased seating plan 
because of traffic congestion, 
which would follow. And though 
she emphatically states that “I 
want to believe in him 
(Ristuccia),"" she’s not sure 
what the outcome of all the 
fighting, delays, and “placing of 
blame” will be. 

‘Though Farkas points out that 
“our intent was honest and 
sincere’ from the beginning, 
she feels the arena association 
has not been totally informed 
and has been “‘left out in the 
dark" in many instances. Now 
she only hopes there's ice 
available soon, no matter who

completed by Ristuccia and his 
engineer before it can even be 
considered for approval 

He pointed out the big problem 
is fitting a 7,100 seat arena on 14 
acres. Right now, every possible 
piece of space is being utilized, a 
lot of it for extra parking 
facilities. Though the board of 
appeals did grant a parking 
variance in the summer for five 
seats to every one space, the 
ratio right now is seven to one, 
which is illegal, according to 
DePasquale 

“The quickest way it (building 
the arena) can be done" is go 
back to the original plan which 
was presented and break 
ground, said DePasquale. As it 
stands now, he added, Ristuccia 
is going beyond the required 
restrictions. 
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plight. Though the hockey group 
is not as restricted as that club, 
they still need ice for practice 
And, he says, “the availability 
of a rink is nil.” 

The hockey league has been 
fortunate to get the Janas Rink 
for at least one hour a week. But 
because the league offers 
beginning skating, hockey 
clinics, and hockey games once 
a week and includes 170 boys 
competing at different levels, 
the need for more ice is great 

When asked his feelings on 
last Tuesday's planning board 
meeting, Savosik said there 
seems to be a “squaring off” 
between Ristuccia and board 
members. He regrets all the 
petty haggling and thinks 
problems like snow removal and 
a dumpster on the arena site are 
minor ones and can be resolved 

As a concerned parent, he 
notes that Wilmington has 
“nothing for the youth.” He 
would like to see something in 
this town like a Boys’ Club, a 
bowling alley, or a movie house 
once the rink is built. 

As an afterthought, Savosik 
adds that he hopes the arena 
does go through or “I don't know 
what recourse we'll have. 

The 50 to 60 boys on varsity 
and jv hockey teams at 
Wilmington High are using 
whatever ice is available, ac- 
cording to Athletic Director and 
Arena Association member Jim 
Gillis. The boys practice at odd 
hours, sometimes as early as 5 
a.m. or as late as 10 p.m. just to 
get in enough time. 

Most ice rinks, says Gillis, 
have long term committments 
and because other rink owners 
have heard about Wilmington’s 
new arena, his hockey players 
get what's left 

‘As a “lifelong resident" of 
Wilmington, Gillis understands 
and shares residents’ concerns 
about water problems, in- 
creased traffic, and lack of a 
buffer zone by the new ice arena 
site. However, he points out that 
the high school has a good 
hockey program, which is a 
reflection of the coach, and 
would benefit from the 
“beautiful facility” which is 
planned, He also anticipates 
using the new arena for other 
physical education programs, 
some possibly at the elementary 
level 

“I'm an eternal optimist,"’ he 
states, and adds he has to 


believe the new arena will go 
through or “the alternative is 
zero for our kids.””

The Underground Storage 
Bylaw, to regulate all un- 
derground storage tanks and 
outlaw any tanks except gas and 
fuel tanks in Wilmington, came 
under discussion at a public 
hearing held in conjunction with 
Monday night's selectmen’s 
meeting 

The third, but by no means 
final, draft of the law roughly 
calls for the initial registration 
of every tank located below 
ground, including those on 
homeowner's property; an 
annual renewal of all tanks 
through the fire chief and board 
of selectmen; all new tanks to be 
constructed of fiberglass 
reinforced plastic and encased 
in concrete vaults; and the 
monitoring of underground 
tanks to prevent leakage. 

A draft of the bylaw, drawn up 
by a task force formed last

would regulate underground 


February, has been sent to 
every town board and company 
which holds a flammable 
storage permit, according to 
Town Manager Buzz Stape- 
zynski. Now he hopes to hold 
several other public hearings to 
gain input from interested 
residents and being the finish 
bylaw for approval before Town 
Meeting in April. If passed, tank 
owners would have a 90 day 
period to register with the town 
clerk stating size, type, age, 
contents and location of their 
tanks

limitations of the bylaw

which are 20 years old or older.

because of their age or only if 
they are found to have a leak? 
Or can the steel tanks be tested 
and made over with fiberglass 
and stay in the ground? 

Larry Cushing Jr., owner of a 
fuel company formerly known 
as Dave's Fuel, pointed out that 
you could have a 20 year old 
Steel tank in good condition 
except for a rock puncture or 
leaks caused by frost. He 
pointed to the expense of 
removing such tanks and put- 
ting in new ones. Also, he has the 
unique problem of not even 
knowing the whereabouts of his 
tanks or their age, as he recently 
bought his place. 

Selectman Rocco 
DePasquale, in making an 
example of the high school oil 
leak last spring, said it would 
cost much more to remove 
contaminated soil and fix the 
leak than to monitor and prevent 
one. 

The cost of having “peace of 
mind” doesn't come cheap, he 
said. 

Chairman JIm_ Stewart 
stressed, too, that once an 
acquifer is contaminated it can't 
be replaced. It is much better to 
protect it through preventive 
measures. 

Another concern was the 
vaults themselves. Selectman 
Bob Doucette pointed out that

the vaults could conceivably be 
a hazard because they retain 
fumes. DePasquale suggested 
spending money to determine if 
concrete vaults are practical 
and safe 

A further concern was the 
elimination of septic tanks from 
the law's definition of un 
derground tanks, Even though 
septic tanks won't come under 
this bylaw, it was pointed out 
that many people pour con: 
taminates into their septic 
systems. Board of Health 
Chairman Domenic Tutela said 
it was difficult to control this 
situation by — forbidding 
household chemicals from 
homeowners’ septic systems. He 


did agree, however, that 
educating the public was 
necessary 

Task force member Anne 
Linehan congratulated the 
board on “that wonderful thing”

There were three principal 
occupations in Wilmington 50 
years ago. A man could farm, he

Schamiel passed the word 
among the railroad employees 
that he wanted flares — the kind 
that are used as signals, with a 
red fire burning for about 20 
minutes 

He got flares, dozens of boxes. 
The accountants of the B&M

It 
started from Schamiel’s forge 
and marched down Church 
Street just about dusk 
Schamiel, Fred and Dudley, 
each in a dress suit with wing 
collars, and each carrying a 
jantern, led the parade. Behind 
them was a motley band 
playing discordant music, and 
then came about 100 men and 
h carrying two lighted 
flares, with half a dozen more in 
reserve 

Arriving at the town Hall. 
Dudley led the parade inside, 
boys included, and then called 
the Town Meeting to order.

The other two men, both of 
whom voted “No” were Otis 
Gowing and Warren Eames. 

Otis (He was called “Ote", 
one syllable) was the last of his 
name to live in the old Gowing 
House on Park Street, now the 
Andersen farm. He told the 
Town Meeting that only im- 
moral people go out after dark 
and that God fearing people 
were home in bed. 

Warren Eames lived beside 
the Town Hall, and he said that 
his grandfather didn't need 
electric lights, and he didn’t 
either 

But they were out voted, and 
decisively, The next spring 
Reading's Town Meeting voted 
to extend the light service to 
Wilmington and Arthur Sias 
started to work 

In the late fall or winter of 1911 
there was a club in Wilmington 
called the CC: Club. It was, 


party celebrated th 
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among other things an amateur 
theatrical group. The director of 
theatricals was the late Louie 
Doucette (brother of Alice), and 
the villain in the plays was 
always Linn Smith, now living in 
Florida. Linn was an excellent 
villain. 

The hero was generally Harry 
Deming. He was a very good 
looking fellow in those days, and 
fitted the roles he played well. 
Others in the group were 
Eleanor Day, later the secretary 
in the High School, and the late 
Gus McMahon, later a priest 

Sias and his crew, starting on 
Lowell Street, soon had lights in 
Wilmington Square. They 
worked their way down Church 
Street, and were racing against 
time. The CC Club was going to 
put on a play in the spanking 
new Grange Hall, and the 
question was — would that play 
be performed before oil lights, 
or would there be electric 
lights? 

The Grange Hall was wired 
for electricity. All that was 
needed was the juice from those 
wires coming down Church 
Street 

At7:00 p.m, on the night of the 
play Arthur and his crew were 
busy putting up a transformer at 
the corner of Church Street and 
Adams Street. From there on 
poles were in place, but no cross 
arms. The cast went down for a 
look and Arthur told them he 
would try. 

At7:50 there was silence in the 
Grange Hall. The curtain Was 
due to be pulled at 8:00, Would it 
be oil lamps, or would it be 
electicity? 

Arthur's crew didn’t bother 
with putting up the cross arms. 
The wires were just strung up, 
almost any old way, and at 7:50 
the crew connected the wires to 
the Grange Hall wiring. 

Everyone yelled and cheered 
Of those who were in the hall, no 
one seems to remember much 
about the play 

But no one ever forgot that the 
lights went on at 7:50 p.m.

‘Thanksgiving Day and 1984 
Two dates almost in essential 
conflict, given that this is the 
year which George Orwell used 
as title for the novel which 
foretold an end to democracy 
and personal liberties 

But there is cause for thanks: 
giving, for the Orwellian proph 
ecy has not come true. Not yet, 
at least, Not in America 

So perhaps Thanksgiving 1984 
is a good time to reflect on 
where Thanksgiving came from 
and — more important — where 
America came from 

For the latter, | went to 
Wakefield native Ed Hanson 
editor of the New England 
Historical and Genealogical 
Register — for his comments on 
American ancestors, both dis 
tant and closer-at-hand. 

‘The Register is the quarterly 
journal of the New England 
Historic Genealogical Society 
itself — headquartered in Bos: 
ton — and home of almost one 
and a half million items — in 
cluding nearly 400,000 volumes 
of the most significant genealog. 
ical and local history materials 
available in print today 

But you don't have to have 
Yankee ancestry or be of May 
flower de: nt to use it or to 
derive fascination, delight and 
educational profit from it 

You can use it, in fact, as the 
starting point for researching 
your own ancestry — whatever 
that may be 

“Everyone has ancestors, 

son said, “and all those 
icestors have interesting 
stories. It's not the Brahmins, 
but rather the middle classes, in 
fact, which are the mainstay of 
the genealogical field. What we 
at the Society are trying to do is 
to encourage people to tell us 
their stories, and find out m 
about their own ancestors 

Hanson, whose own ancestors 
are English, Norwegian, Swed. 
ish, Scottish and Yankee, said he 
conceived a fascination for fam: 
ily research at the age of 10 

‘1 don't know what actually 
sparked my interest,” he said, 
but his grandmother encour 
aged him, and by the time he 
was a teenager he had begun to 
use public libraries to do his re 
search, starting with Wake 
field's Lucius Beebe Memorial 
Library 

He described Wakefield's 
genealogical collection as being 
housed, then, in “an extended 
broom closet, a restricted area, 
under lock and key."* (Suspect 
ing slight exaggeration, | inves 
tigated. But Ed had been ge 
ous in calling it “extended.” The 
closet now houses Christmas 
ornaments. ) 

At any rate, Ed said, you had 
to be 21 in those days to use the 
collection, so he would drag 
along one of his parents 
(Richard or Edna Hanson, of 
Lowell Street), neither of whom 
had the slightest interest in 
family research. But it wasn't 
long before the librarians 
realized Ed's sincere interest, 
and he no longer had to bring 
one of his parents 

The New England Historic 
Genealogical Society is a hand- 
some townhouse with an 
exceedingly friendly, comfort- 
able and undaunting atmos. 
phere — a far cry from the 
Wakefield Library’s “extended 
broom closet. 

There are historical treas 
ures, and even mysteries there

There is even (perhaps) the 
ghostly face and figure of a 
divorced son-in-law of Lemuel 
Shattuck of Concord, alleged to 
have been painted out of a 
formal family portrait because 
of the disgrace of divorce. It is 
said that the son-in-law 
resentful, maybe, at having 
been painted out, appears 
behind the clouds in the portrait 
on damp days 

But the real treasures lie in 
the aims of the Society itself and 
in the research which can be 
accomplished there

In concert with this outreach 
aim, and as a joint venture with 
the Irish Studies Project in 
Northeastern University and the 
Boston Pilot, the Society will be 
producing, in book form, ab. 
stracts that appeared in the 
Pilot from 1836-1916, involving 
people trying to locate others 
who had come earlier to the 
United States from Ir 

It really is a hei 
column, to read of husbands, 
wives, parents, children and 
siblings who had lost te 


Hanson 
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loved ones and were trying, in 
some cases after many, many 
years, to re-establish contact 
Hanson said 

Among the other ethnic 
populations Hanson mentioned 
the Society is trying to reach, for 
their family stories and their 
records: the Italians, many. of 
whom ca p in the late 19th 
century, 4 ch, of both 
colonial Huguenot and French 
Canadian extraction. He added 
that many of the rv urces 
which relate only to a given 
ethnic group, such as fraternal 
or church records, or ethnic 
newspapers, comprise an in 
valuable source of genealogical 
data for all researchers 

Also, this year, as a joint 
project with ‘the Institute for 
Massachusetts Studies in West 
field State College, the Society 
has published “Black Families 
in Hampden County, Massachu

only practical use to which 
genealogical research can be 
put, Hanson said. 

There are even more surpris 
ing applications. 

Genealogy can be beneficial 
from a legal point of view, ob- 
viously: who inherits what, and 
so forth 

But it is also used by biologists 
and geneticists who are studying 
various syndromes in differ 
families, like Lincoln's 
drome of exceptional growth of 
the body. Even though Abraham 
Lincoln was so tall, Hanson said, 
his feet and hands were dispro 
portionate with the rest of his 
body. 

Hemophilia and the incidence 
of six-fingered hands are two 
other syndromes where family 
data can provide clues to the 
biologist or geneticist 

“But the biggest benefit of 
genealogy,”’ Hanson said, “is in 
getting an appreciation of where 
you came from, and your family 
roots and background. And, in 
the past several years, there has 
been a revival of interest in 
heritage among the young and 
among various ethnic groups. 
This came about partly through 
the Bi-centennial 

“Yet what often happens is 
that the first or second-genera 
tion immigrant tries to block out 
his heritage — and with the third 
or fourth generation the interest 
revives.” 

Whatever your heritage 
Hanson said, the Society would 
like to share its collections and 
knowledge and even learn from 
you. From the Society's invita 
tion to membership 
ch year more thatn 15,000 
persons from around the world 
d@se our reference material 
Whether you are tracing your 
lineage, your town history, or

Talking with Ed Hanson, and 
touring the extensive stacks of 
personal and cultural New 
England and American history 
contained at the Society Library 
at 101 Newbury St., | wanted to 
spend weeks.

MBTA general manager. Most of these funds 
are provided by the federal government 
through the Urban Mass ‘Transportation Ad 
ministration of the US Department of Trans- 
portation. Although rail construction is mov 
ing smoothly, no final plan has been presented 
for the commercial, housing, and industrial 
aspects of the corridor and its satellite 
communities 

“People have speculated and made de- 
mands for what they want in the corridor and 
along Washington Street,"" Mr. O'Leary says, 
“but not much has happened beyond the talk 
stage. Now that people see the project going 
up, they expect action.” 

‘The first action will be a series of public 
meetings in the abutting communities in early 
1985, explains O'Leary. 

“We shall work jdinuly with neighborhood 
groups on what to do with available parcels of 
land and how to handle current business dis- 
tricts such as Dudley Station,” he says. 

The MBTA will work with the BRA, the 
city’s planning agency, and with various com- 
munity organizations to create a working 
plan, O'Leary says. "Then we'll begin to im- 
plement these ideas. 

The Southwest Corridor Project is the out- 
growth of what started out to be a new inter- 
state highway (I-95) through Boston plus a 
crosstown inner-city road (the “inner belt’') 
connecting the proposed highway with the 
Southeast Expressway through Roxbury. The 
state began to clear land for the crosstown 
road in 1966, but residents of the abutting 
areas began to protest. 

“You are ruining our neighborhoods, 
community leaders declared. “We don’t want 
the highways. 

Former Gov. Francis W. Sargent dropped 
the highway project in 1972. As the federal 
government decided to help local public trans- 
portation, the idea of the new Orange Line was 
included in a package that also included both 
commuter rail and Amtrak. 

Public hostility toward the corridor has 
subsided in recent years, says Dee Primm, 
Roxbury resident once outspoken against the 
“evils” of the development — abandoned 
housing, displaced people, and disrupted 
communities. 

“Now that transportation facilities are 
about to be updated and rerouted, we can talk 
about economic development around the Or 
ange L ays Mrs. Primm, currently plan:

Public hearings will be held in 
May. 

Background information for 
these sessions is based on an 
MBTA detailed replacement 
transit improvement study and 
a November 1984 status report 
conducted by Mr. Calcaterra's 
office. 

Transportation plans include 
two basic actions. First, the ele- 
vated tracks will be torn down. 
Second, a crosstown transit ser- 
vice will be constructed, linking 
downtown to the corridor at the 
proposed Jackson Square and 
Roxbury Crossing stations — 
by bus, live rail, or trolley. 

Proposed crosstown routes 
include Washington Street from 
Chinatown to Forest Hills and a 
crosstown corridor that would 
connect the Ruggles station 
(covering Roxbury and 
Northeastern University) with 
the MBTA Red Line at the Co- 
lumbia (John F. Kennedy 
Libray/University of Massa- 
chusetts) station. 

In the meantime, Urbanarts 
has set up a Southwest Corridor 
Artists Registry office at 716 
Columbus Avenue. This office 
is inviting interested artists to 
submit their works and ideas 
for considération in the MBTA 
arts programs. These include 
competition to provide a perma- 
nent art project and an educa- 
tional program. An arts panel 
will make final selections for the 
nine corridor stations. 

Under affirmative action the corridor has 
provided $55 million or 16 percent of its $355 
million spent on the the project to minority 
contractors, says Walter E. Williams, execu- 
tive director of the CAB. 

“Dollarwise, this is good," says Mr. Wi 
liams. “But our concern is that jobs and prcf- 
its are not always part of the package.” 

Corridor contracts have gone to 31 minor. 
ity firms, he adds. 

The CAB also monitors the hiring of 
blacks, women, and other minorities by major 
contractors. Jerry Cofield, the affirmative-ac- 
tion officer, checks out every report that a con- 
tractor, black or white, does not hire enough 
minoritiy workers. “And we don't accept 
twofers (a minority woman being counted 
twice, as @ minority and as a female)," he 
say 
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Jur goals are makeable. The job is do- 
able,” says Daniel L. Ocasio, senior project 
manager of the corridor. “Our next task is 
land development." 

To build community support Mr. Ocasio 
he works at a field office rather than from 
MBTA headquarters — has organized neigh: 
borhood groups at three levels, a committee of 
business people, residents, and employees 
within the corridor; neighborhood committees 
for each of three sections, South End, 
Roxbury, and Jamaica Plan, of the corridor; 
and station area committees, business and 
recreational. 


These groups will be involved in the next 
step toward completion — land development 
around the corridor. Acosia says station area 
task forces have been organized to ensure 
grass-roots involvement with the corridor. 

The corridor exceeds federal requirements 
for affirmative action, 10 percent minority and 
1 percent women, says Ocasio. 

At a 65 percent level of completion, Ocasio

Review

BOSTON As Jackie 
Robinson was to baseball, 
Harvey Fierstein's Torch Song 
Trilogy is to Broadway. Both 
broke new ground in environ- 
ments that had theretofore been 
off-limits to Blacks and gay 
productions, respectively 

Torch Song Trilogy, now 
playing at the Shubert Theatre 
through December 1, is a play 
written by and mostly for gays. 
It has universal appeal, howev. 
er, in that it is tremendously 
well-written and extremely hu: 
morous. At some points the 
story drags, and in others, 
people may be a little uncom- 
fortable with the humor, but for 
the most part, Fierstein's initial 
major hit (he also wrote the 
stage version of La Cage Aux 
Folles) is very enjoyable. 

It is about the touching 
unfolding of the relationships of 
Fierstein's. gay hero, Arnold 
Beckoff, and his quest to find 
what everyone wants in life — a 
decent home, a good job, and 
someone to share it with. 

Torch Song Trilogy is actu 
ally a collection of three, 
separate plays, which Fierstein 
edited and pieced together. 
They are divided into the three 


acts, ‘‘International Stud," 
“Fugue in a Nursery," and 
“Widows and Children First” 
which comprise the current 
version 

Taken as a whole, Torch Song 
Trilogy won the 1983 Tony 


Award for best play, and Mr

Fierstein won the Tony for best 
actor in his portrayal of Arnold 

Very simply, if you find the 
first ‘act humorous and inof- 
fensive, you'll enjoy the entire 
production. Some people in the 
audience left after the first 
hour, so apparently that is the 
litmus test 

In the first act, we are 
introduced to Agnold, a drag 
queen star. Like most people. 
straight or gay, ‘Arnold is 
looking for a lasting rela 
tionship, He does not enjoy the 
one-night stand attitude of 
many gay men, and instead 
wishes to find someone more 
stable 

He finds that someone at the 
bar, International Stud. He is 
Ed, a high school teacher from 
Brooklyn. They fall in love and 
have a wonderful relationship 
for four months. Then Ed 
leaves Arnold hanging as he 
pursues a safer course in life 
marrying a woman 

In the next act, Arnold and 
Ed, still obviously confused and 
hurt by their feelings for one 
another, reunite — at the 
farmhouse where Ed and his 
new wife, Laurel, live 

Arnold brings along his new 
lover, a young model named 
Alan. That quadrumvirate 
makes for quite an interesting 
weekend, as Arnold and Ed 
discuss their feelings for each 
other and their new lovers, and 
Laurel and Alan compare notes 
on what makes their men tick. 

This section of the trilogy is 


perhaps the only hitch in an 
otherwise fast-paced produc 
tion. Set on an oversized bed, 
the action almost slows to a 
crawl at times, and some of the 
dialogue appears to be super- 
fluous. What is to be gleaned 
from the 90-minute act is 
simply that neither Ed nor 
Arnoid is particularly en 
thralled with their current 
mates, but both are afraid to 
make a change. 

Finally, in part three, 
“Widows and Children First,’ 
Fierstein brings it all together 
with the evening most’s memo- 
rable story. Arnold's mother 
has come to visit, and, although 
there apparently is no good 
time for Mrs. Beckoff to show 
up, this is a particularly bad 
one 


The story is terrific. The 
acting, especially Charles 
Adler's portrayal of Arnold, is 
top-flight. Estelle Getty’s Mrs 
Beckoff may be one of the 
classic performances of a sup- 
porting actress of all-time 

The sets were sparse and 
abstract in the first two acts. 
but in part three, Arnold's New 
York apartment was intimate 
and warm 

Torch Song Trilogy was a 
pioneer among Broadway 
plays, and, hopefully, it wiil 
open doors for other deserving 
plays. Of course, those new 
productions may find that they 
pale a little in comparison with 
the original
